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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments, filed June 14, 2004, with respect to claims 1-23 have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The finality rejection of claims has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-23 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding independent claims 1, 5, 10, 1 1, 12, 16 and 20, the prior art fails to disclose or 

suggest the claimed provision providing a plurality of functions for data structures that the 

plurality of functions entirely excluding a save-as function so as to be incapable of being 

executed as claimed in conjunction with remaining claims provisions. 

The dependent claims, being further limiting to the independent claims, definite and 

enabled by the Specification are also allowed.
